Fifteen million families live in homes that do not m eet m ini­ 
m um standards of decency. Our slums are growing rather than 
receding. In short, America needs m ore housing and needs it 
now. 
In 1952 Candidate Eisenhower said better housing was a 
“moral obligation.” Here is how President Eisenhower kept 
that m oral obligation: 
1. Appointed public housing’s arch-enemy, form er GOP Con­ 
gressm an A lbert M. Cole, to head G overnm ent housing agen­ 
cy (2-25-53). 
2. Cut in half President T rum an’s public housing program 
(3-9-53). 
3. Failed to criticize GOP for destruction of housing program 
(4-23-53). 
4. Wiped out 611,000 proposed housing units. (1-25-54). 
5. Made 600 cities ineligible for housing, 
by restrictions 
(1-17-55). 
6. Failed to authorize all housing units voted by Democratic 
Congress (1-5-56). 
Health program the No. 1 Concern For Workers: 
Every year medical care costs A m erican families nearly $10 
billion. A m illion families a year are forced to spend at least 
half their total ihcome on doctor and hospital bills. Eight m il­ 
lion fam ilies are in debt because of medical bills. 
In 1952 Candidate Eisenhower said: “It is w rong—morally 
and economically w rong—to ignore the health problem of those 
who cannot pay the cost of adequate medical care.” (10-10-52)

R epresentative McConnell calmly advised that 
if the President had taken positive action, the $1.6 billion school 
aid program would have passed. 
But President Eisenhower sat at G ettysburg during the crit­ 
ical school-aid debate and did not say a word. 
119 House Democrats voted for'your children; 119 House Re­ 
publicans voted against your children.

The whole question of the juvenile problem throughout the 
United States seems to have come to some kind of focus in the 
case of three little boys w’ho m urdered their sleeping father, 
w hich recently came up for disposition in the Juvenile Court 
at Los Angeles. 
W hile there have been a num ber of sim ilar cases, this one ap­ 
pears to have been particularly notable for several reasons. 
The provocation, if any, was apparently not as severe as it is in 
some cases of this kind. There was no quarrel going on at the 
time. The father was sleeping quietly on a sofa. He had sim qjy 
ordered them to stay in the house. The shot w as fired, not by 
the oldest of the three boys, but by the youngest at the instiga­ 
tion of Tommy, who m asterm inded the plot. 
Judge William B. Neeley showed indications of being es­ 
pecially interested, as though trying to probe deeply into re­ 
mote causes. He put Bobby Parker. 9, in the custody of an un­ 
cle. He sent Tommy, 10. and Richard, 7, to separate institutions 
for psychiatric treatm ent. 
“Well, w hat's the answ er?” Judge Neeley asked. 
“ It may be the w’ay children are raised these days,” he went 
on. It is nothing for children to see eight or ten killings in a 
night on television. People are slaughtered every day on the 
highways. We have cheapened death terribly.” 
Probably the most outstanding difference betw een life at 
the turn of the century and life as it is now lies in that m atter 
of cheapness. Money is cheaper and so is hum an life, and with 
it the im portance of hum an existence. 
What did Tommy think he was doing when he conceived tly* 
whole project? Did he regard him self in the play light of a gang 
of cattle rustlers waging a fight against the m arshal personi­ 
fied by his sleeping father? W ere all of the boys acting in a 
scene which to them w’as commonplace?« 
Investigation into the cause and prevention of juvenile de­ 
linquency m ust go deeper into the m atter than the training of 
parents and schools. It m ust go deeper even than the im m ediate 
environm ent and associates of the same age. 
It must take into account the bom bardm ent and atomic fa ll­ 
out of weapons of m ass ennm mnication which thrive o n vio­ 
lence and stim ulate it.

Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower, unable person­ 
ally to participate in a Wilson 
program at Staunton, Virginia, 
sent an Assistant S ecretary of 
State who proclaimed: 
" .. Wilson's approach to world 
problems was, in a fundamental 
scr. t, to shape the character of 
our response to such problems for 
as long as we can *ee ahead . . 
Trlbutes have coma from states­ 
men as geographically widely 
scattered aa Sir Anthony Eden of 
Britain. General Carlos P. Ro- 
mulo of the Philippine«, Sir Les­ 
lie Munro of New Zealand, C. K 
W ellington Koo of China and 
W illiam V. S. Tubman of Liberia. 
The mayors of more than 50 
U nited S tates c itie s h av e ap­ 
pointed Wilson Centennial Com­ 
m ittees to Arrange local observ­ 
ance* The Governors of 28 States 
and territories have called upon 
their people to join in the Cen­ 
tennial 
Official representatives of 36 
nslions in every quarter of the 
globe joined in a pilgrimage to 
W ilson’sbirthplace in April More 
than 10,000 individuals journeyed 
to his home in two weeks to 
view an outdoor drama baaed 
on his hie in July. 
Born in Staunton Virginia in 
1856. Wilson was the son of a 
Presbyterian minister and gave 
f 


rreat emphasis to religious phi- 
osophy in his career. Wilson 
was a scholar who studied at 
Davidson College, N. C., Johns 
Hopkins and Princeton, and the 
author of outstanding works in 
the fields of government and po­ 
litical science. He was an edu­ 


cator who taught at Bryn Mawr, 
W esleyan and at P rin ceton 
where, as President, he radically 
altered the pattern of American 
and higher education. Although 
he did not practice long, he was 
an attorney who studied law at 
the University of Virginia and 
became an authority on congres­ 
sional government. 
Before he became a public 
official himself, he wgs success­ 
ful in achieving adoption of the 
shorter ballot for elections, tn 
office, he turned out a corrupt 
political machine in New Jersey. 
He appointed the first Secretary 
of Labor, established a Federal 
conciliation service for labor dis­ 
putes, regulated railroad and 
merchant marine em ploym ent 
conditions and outlawed child 
labor. 
He extended Federal credit to 
farmers for the first time in our 
history and initiated the first pro­ 
gram of Federal aid to highway 
construction. He established the 
Federal Reserve System which 
is the core of our banking struc­ 
ture. He brought the Federal 
Power Commission into being to 
conserve the nation s water re* 
sources. Under his administration 
women’s suffrage waa adopted. 
His greatest achievements, of 
course, were his successful prose­ 
cution of what was then the larg­ 
est war in history, tha writing 
of tha Vartailles Peace Treaty 
based on the Fourteen Points 
he deemed necessary for world 
order, and the creation of the 
League of Nations to preserve 
world peace. 
He returned to the United 
States after the peace conference 
to rally American support for the 
League but failed, suffering fatal 
illness as a consequence of his 
effort. He finished out his term 
in the White House but when he 
died the world returned to “nor­ 
malcy.” His warnings of the need 
for internationsl cooperation for 
peace were all but forgotten. 
During this year, more than 
130 universities and colleges in 
the United States and many 
abroad have arranged special lec­ 
ture series, seminars, institutes 
and library exhibits for the study 
of the principles of government 
administration and international 
relations enunciated by Wilson. 
Nearly a dozen full-length books 
on Wilson or containing selec­ 
tions from his voluminous writ* 
m g• are being published this year. 
The Congress has named the 
newest bridje across the Poto­ 
mac after Wilson. The Wilson 
B irthplace Foundation in his 
home town of Staunton Is rais­ 
ing $500,000 to restora the house 
in which he was born. His bust 
is being placed in America's Hail 
of Fame at New York U niver­ 
sity. The A m erican P resid en t 
Lanes’ ship “Woodrow W ilson” 
is making a Witaon Centennial 
Cruise to Pacific ports where 
special celebrations w ill be held. 
High schools and elementary 
schools are devoting renewed 
attention to Wilson in their 
courses. Organizations all over 
the country are showing “Spokes­ 
men for Tomorrow,” a new film 
produced by the Woodrow Wil­ 
son Foundation entirely from 
specially processed newsreel and 
other materials of his time.

Ju s­ 
tice of the Supreme Court of Michi­ 
gan. speaking at the Opening Gen­ 
eral Session of the 36th Annual 
Conference of 
the 
Missouri 
As- 
sbciation for Social Welfare in St. 
Louis on Oct. 18 
On the con­ 
tra ry ,*' he continued, “ the young­ 
er generation will probably be big­ 
ger. somewhat better 
informed, 
som ewhat more inclined 
toward 
brotherhood, better church mem­ 
bers, and at least as law abiding 
a* their mothers and fathers” . 
This was the first of ten con­ 
clusions that Justice Edwards has 
observed from his experience as 
form er head of the Juvenile Court 
for Detroit, and as Wayne County 
Circuit Judge, a court of crim inal 
jurisdiction in Michigan, and

(4* A close sense of family uni­ 
ty. knitting all m em bers of the 
family together; 
<5* Conscious parental interest 
in the education of their children; 
<6* The setting of a parental ex­ 
am ple of living in accordance with 
the principles of the religious faith 
of the parents.

Observed In U. S. And Abroad 


This ycnr is the 100th anniver­ 
sary of the birth of Woodrow 
w iIson, father of the League of 
Nations and its 
successor Unit­ 
ed Nations, and 
his 
Centennial 
is 
being cele­ 
brated in vir­ 
t u a l l y 
e v e r y 
n a t i o n of th e 
free world, al­ 
th o u g h w h e n 
he died 32 years 
a g o b e w a s 
widely regard- 
td a; an impractical visionary. 
But in the third of a century 
since his death, his own country 
and free people all over the world 
have come to recognize that Wil­ 
son's dream of peace through in­ 
ternational cooperation was not 
an impractical ideal and they are 
joining this year in memorial 
ceremonies that girdle the globe 
The surge of recognition be­ 
gan when the Congress estab­ 
lished a Wilson Centennial Com­ 
mission to arrange appropriate 
obsarvances of the 28th Presi­ 
dent’s centenary. President Eisen­ 
hower followed with a Procla­ 
mation calling upon all Ameri­ 
cans to participate. Since then 
more than 500 memorial pro­ 
grams in this and other countries 
have focussed attention on Wil­ 
son’s contributions to the devel­ 
opment of democratic govern­ 
m ent in the United States and 
enduring peace for the world. 
Today, with the Centennial 
Year only half over, Wilson is be­ 
ing spoken of with Washington 
and Lincoln as among the great­ 
est of all American leaders Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower, unable person­ 
ally to participate in a Wilson 
program at Staunton, Virginia, 
s^nt an Assistant Secretary of 
State who proclaimed 
*' .. Wilson’s approach to world 
problems was, in a fundamental 
scr. e. to shape the character of 
our rerponse to such problems for 
as long as we can see ahead . . 
Tributes have come from states­ 
men as geographically widely 
scattered as Sir Anthony .Eden of 
Britain, General Carlos P. Ro- 
mulo of the Philippines, Sir Les­ 
lie Munro of New Zealand, C K 
Wellington Koo of China and 
William V S. Tubman of Liberia 
The mayors of more than 50 
U n ite d S ta te s cities have a p ­ 
pointed Wilson Centennial Com­ 
mittees to arrange local observ­ 
ance*. The Governors of 28 States 
and territories have called upon 
their people to join in the C en ­ 
tennial 
Official representatives of 36 
rations in every quarter of the 
globe joined in a pilgrimage to 
Wilson's birthplace in April More 
than 10,000 individuals journeyed 
to his home in two weeks to 
view an outdoor dram a baaed 
on his life in July. 
Born in Staunton. Virginia in 
1856. Wik«dn was the son of a 
Presbyterian minister and gave 
f 
;reat emphasis to religious phi- 
osophy in his career. Wilson 
was a scholar who studied at 
Davidson College, N. C., Johns 
Hopkins and Princeton, and the 
author of outstanding works in 
the fields of government and po­ 
litical science. He was an edu­ 


cator who taught at Bryn Mawr, 
W e s le y a n a n d a t P r i n c e t o n 
where, as President, he radically 
altered the pattern of American 
and higher education. Although 
he did not practice long, he was 
an attorney who studied law at 
the University of Virginia and 
became an authority on congres­ 
sional government. 
B efore he becam e a public 
official himself, he was success­ 
ful in achieving adoption of the 
shorter ballot for elections. In 
office, he turned out a corrupt 
political machine in New Jersey. 
He appointed the first Secretary 
of Labor, established a Federal 
conciliation service for labor dis­ 
putes, re g u la te d railro a d and 
m e rc h a n t m arin e e m p lo y m en t 
conditions and outlawed child 
labor. 
He extended Federal credit to 
farmers for the first time in our 
history and initiated the first pro­ 
gram of Federal aid to highway 
construction. He established the 
Federal Reserve System which 
is the core of our banking struc­ 
ture. He brought the Federal 
Power Commission into being to 
conserve the nation’s water re­ 
sources. Under his administration 
women’s suffrage was adopted. 
His greatest achievements, of 
course, were his successful prose­ 
cution of what was then the larg­ 
est war in history, the writing 
of the Versailles Peace Treety 
based on the Fourteen Points 
he deemed necessary for world 
order, and the creation of the 
League of Nations to preserve 
world peace. 
He re tu rn e d to th e U nited 
States after the peace conference 
to rally American support for the 
League but failed, suffering fatal 
illness as a consequence of his 
effort. He finished out his term 
in 1he White House but when he 
died the world returned to “nor­ 
malcy.” His warnings of the need 
for international cooperation for 
peace were all but forgotten 
During this year, more than 
150 universities and colleges in 
the U nited S tates and m any
